A CANADIAN NAVY 


WILL BE INSTITUTED AT 


ONCE 
Dominion Government are Laying 
the Foundations of a Ca- 
nadian Navr. 


(Bulletin Special Dispatch.) 


Ottawa, Dec. 15.—The Dominion 
government has decided to call for 
tenders for two modern cruisers, 
which will be the nucleus of a Can- 
adian navy. One will be placed on 
the Atlantic coast and the other on 
the Great Lakes. The one on the 
coast service will be built by Vickers 
& Maxim, England. It will be 200 
feet long and 20 teet deep. It will 
have a speed of seventeen knote and 
will carry sixty blue-jackets. The dis- 
placement will be seven hundred tons 
and it will carry a tour thousand can- 
dle power searchlight. It will be a
